FIRE FOLLOWS COLLAPSE; 
SOME VICTIMS ROASTED 


Eight Persons Taken ~QOut 
Dead and Fifteen Injured 
Were Rescued—It May Be 
That There Are No More 
Bodies in the Ruins—Some 
of ‘| Those Trapped Prayed 
to Be Killed to Escape 
Death by Fire.

McKinney, Texas, January 23.— 
Thirty-five persons, many of them 
women and children, are believed to 
have been killed or badly injured in 
the collapse late today of the three 
story brick building occupied by the 
Cheeves Brothers’ department store. 
Six hours after the aecident eight 
dead had been removed from the 
ruins and thirteen other persons had 
been rescued alive, although several 


are badly injured. 
Fire swept the ruins for one hour 


after the buflding collapsed, suffocat- 
ing and burning the victims 4s they 


cried for help. 
An adjoining building also fell, but 


none of the occupants was hurt. 

The work of clearing away the 
wreckage was abandoned at mid- 
night, the searchers having found 
no more bodies in the ruins. 

Mayor H. A. Finch gave out a 
statement, saying the dead might 
pot exceed eight.

Noise Jarred Town. 

The building adjoining the Cheeves 
Brothers’ establishment was occupied 
by a farm implement concern. The 
collapse of a wall in the implement 
house threw its weight against the 
corner building, and with a noise that 
jarred the to its foundations, 
both sank into ruins. 

A sale of white goods was on in the 
great . three-story department store, 
and men, women and children thronged 
its counters. 

At the harsh cracking of timbers, 
clerks and customers alike broke for 
the streets. Pressed outward by the 
weight of the heavy stock, the wall of 
the implement store swayed, sagged 
and burst through into the depart- 
ment, and in an instant hundreds of 
tons of merchandise and wrecked and 
shattered building material reigned 
into a heap into the department store, 
piling 35 feet in the air. Jagged tim- 
bers stuck from the mass. 

After a moment of stunned activity, 
hundreds of rescuers pitched into the 
ruins. Searcely had they mounted the 
heap, when tongues of: flame burst 
through it. From all over the city came 
workers, and were formed into relays 
by Mayor Finch. As one shift became 
exhausted, another took its place. 
From the steaming ruin, bricks were 
hurled aside, timbers torn out and cast 
into the streets, and human forms lift- 
ed from the wreckage and hurried to 
hospitals. 

Victims Prayed to Rescuers. 
The fire was extinguished in an hour,

New Document Made Certain 
by Harmonious Agreement 
of Mayor and Council, 


COMMITTEE 10 BE ChOSEA 
FROM CITIZENS AND COUNCIL 


Will Report at April Mee‘ing 
of Council So That Legisla- 
ture in July May Authorize 
Election—All Stockholders 
and Representatives of Pub- 
lic Service Corporations 
Barred From  Representa- 
tion. 


The city will have a new charter, or 
rather Atlanta’s “nondescript hybrid,” 
the euphonious pseudonym ex-Mayor 
Courtland Winn attached to the old 
charter, will be relegated to the 
municipal “dump pile,” next July. 

The new charter will be drafted by 
a committee of twenty-five men. 
Mayor James G. Woodward, Atlanta's 
reform executive, will name the com- 
mittee. It will be composed of one 
council member from each ward, one 
citizen from each ward, and five citi- 
zens to represent the city at large. 

The committee will report to At- 
lanta’s general council not later than 
the first meeting in April. 

The charter formulated by the com- 
mittee, if adopted by the general 
council, will be submitted to the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia in July, and 
an act passed authorizing the city to 
put the charter before the whole peo- 
Ple for ratification. 

Compromise Hesolution Adopted. 

The above was made evident when 
council adopted a compromise resolu- 
tion, authorizing Mayor Woodward to 
name the entire committee, yesterday 
afternoon, without reading the veto 
message the mayor sent along with 
the Nutting’ resolution, adopted last 
Monday. Both sides conceded in the 
compromise agreement. The mayor 
will name an almost new committee 
in lieu of the committee protested by 
council. The other: side conceded the 


right of the mayor to name the com- } 


mittee. 

“I will appoint the cdOfmmittee im- 
mediately,” Mayor Woodward declared 
after he had béen informed that coun- 
cil had agreed to the compromise. 
“That's what should have been done in 
the first place. It is more Dbusiness- 
like for both sides to get together. I 
think 1 am capable of naming a com- 
mittee that will be perfectly agreeable 
to every member of council.” 

The compromise resolution does not 
dictate the qualifications of those who 
are competent to serve on the com- 
mittee. 

Alderman John 8S. Candler told coun- 
cil that Mayor Woodward had agreed 
not to appoint on the committee a 
stockholder, officer, attorney or repre- 
sentative of a public utility corpora- 
tion. 

Natting Is Satisfied. 

Alderman James R. Nutting, who led 
the fight against the Humphrey reso- 
lution, offered an amendment to bar 
any such person, but withdrew it when 
Judge Candler told council that the 
mayor would bar from the committee 
even city officials not members of 
council. 

“That seems to be fair enough,” Al- 
derman Nutting declared. “I just 
wanted to have the amendment make 
the resolution read that way, but Ill 
withdraw it on the statement of Alder- 
man Candler.’ 

As predicted exclusively in The Con- 
stitution, Mayor Woodward vetoed the 
Nutting resolution adopted at a previ- 
ous meeting of council. The Nutting 
resclution was offered as a substitute 
to the resolution of Councilman Hum- 
phrey. The resolution named its own 
committee and provided that all 
changes and revisions in the charter 
be reterred to council. 

When council assembled Thursday 
afternoon Councilman Charies White- 
ford Smith, one of the thoughtful and 
conservative members, asked for the 
appointment of a conference committee 
to take up with Mayor Woodward the 
matter of charter revision with a view 
of adjusting the differences between 
the chief executive and council. 

Conference Is Harmonious, 

Mayor Pro Tem. Warren named Al- 
dermen McClelland and Candier and 
Councilmen Smith and Hall. 

The conference was entirely har- 
monious. The committee briefly 
stated its mission to Mayor Woodward, 
and the mayor frai.Kly told the com- 
mittee how he stood on charter revis- 
ion. He told the committee that e 
of his pre-election promises was to 
give the city a new charter. 

“I want to have a voice in the nam- 
ing of the committee because I want 
to be sure that the people get what 
they have been demanding,” the mayor 
is reported as saying. 

It was then suggested that the may- 
Or name the entire committee. The 
mayor and the committee acquiesced. 
The mayor was informed that a com- 
promise could be reached; provided, he 
eliminated officers or representatives 
of pubiic utility corporations. He said 
that he would appoint only those he 
believed would serve the best interests

Widespread Fraud Uncovered

STAMP BROKERS. INVOLVED 


Alleged They Have Encouraged Clerks 
to Steal Stamps From Employers. 
some Brokers Confess. 


Washington, January 23.—Illegal 
trafficking the country over in stolen 
postage stamps, aggregating several 
millions of dollars annually, has just 
been disclosed by. postoffice inspectors 
whose investigations were reported to- 
day to Postmaster General Hitchcock. 
They involved so-called stamp brokers 
band confidential employees of large 
business concerns throughout the 
United States. 

Through confessions obtained by the 
inspectors from some of the brokers 
whose operations were investigated, it 
was learned that stamps of all classes 
and denominations stolen by burglars 
from postoffices and embezzled by em- 
Ployees from great business houses 
and manufacturing establishments 
were purchased and resold Dy the 
brokers at prices far below their face 
value. 

Knew Stamps Were Stolen. 

The postal laws make it a crime 
punishable by imprisonment to sell any 
stamp issued by the government for 
less than its face value. Investiga- 
tions disclosed that, in addition to sell- 
ing the stamps for less than the price 
they could have been purchased for 
from the government. the brokers 
knew that the stamps were stolen 
when they purchased them. Inquiries 
showed in some instances that brok- 
ers entered into a conspiracy with em- 
ployees of buginess houses to buy at 
prices agreed upon all the stamps the 
clerks could steal from their employers. 

The first of a series of indictments 


esulting from the investigations was 
anded down sealed in New York city 
esterday. The men indicted were 
Richard Fredericks, Irving (“Izzy’*). 
Sevel and John Frank. District At- 
torney Whitman has’ informed the 
postoffice department there will be 
other indictments. 

Frauds against the government and 
various business concerns aggregating 
hundreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually have been unearthed in New 
York city alone, while illegal traffick- 
ing in stamps in Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Pittsburg, Chicago, Indian- 
apolis, St. Louis, Minneapolis, Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans, Kansas City, 
Denver, San Francisco, Seattle, Port- 
land, Ore., and many other cities has 
reached large proportions. 

In New York approximately twenty 
go-called brokers make a business of 
purchasing postage stamps at a price 
ranging from 50 cents to 90 cents on 
a dollar and selling them to merchents

Constantinople, January 23.—Nazim 
Pasha, the former war minister and 


commander of the.Turkish army, 


was shot dead during demonstrations 
here tonight: 

Envey Bey and Talaat Bey had given 
explicit orders that no blood should 
be shed. But Nazim Pasha’s aide 
de camp fired from a window of the 
porte at Enver Bey and his compan- 
ion and they returned the fire. 

Their bullets killed Nazim Pasha, 
In spite’ of this tragedy there was 
no disturbance elsewhere.

~°Negim Pasha, war minister and gén- 


eralissimo of the Turkish armies, was 
a man of great physical and mental 
Strength. He was close to sixty years 
of age, and was characterized as the 
best commander-in-chief Turkey pos- 
sessed in recent times. 

Nazim took supreme command of the 
forces after Abdullah Pasha suffered 
defeat around Kirk-Kilisseh and Adri- 
anople. He was appointed minister of 
war in the first Kiamil cabinet. This 
aroused the opposition of the commit- 
tee on union and progress, and prac- 
tically resulted in the overthrow of the 
ministry. He then became commander 
of the first army corps, and was in 
command of the troops in Constantino- 
ple at the time of the revolutionary 
movement that dethroned Abdul 
Hamid. 

Nazim Pasha became minister of war 
again in 1912, in the Mukhtar cabinet, 
and continued to hold office when the 
second Kiamil cabinet was formed in 
October of that year. 

Nazim Pasha was in personal comé 
mand of the troops that checked the 
advance of the Bulgarians at the 
Tchatalja lines. He reached that dis- 
trict in time to gather together the 
scattered troops after the battle of 
Tchorlu, and, notwithstanding the dis- 
organization of the army and the rav- 
ages of disease, he brought about a

DISCRIMINATION 1S DENIED 


This Government Contends for Right 
to Alfow Free Passage to Coast- 
wise Ships. 


January 23.—Secretary 
Knox’s reply to the British protest 
against the exemption of American 
coastwise shipping from Panama canal 
tolis assured the British government 
that domestic coastwise trade will not 
be permitted to extend operation into 
foreign competitive fields and that in- 
creased tolls will not be laid on for- 
eign shipping to balance the remission 
to American ships. If Great Britain 
is not satisfied on these points Ameri- 
Ca proposes a commission of 
adjustment. 

The communication is devoted to the 
purpose of reducing the smallest 
point and number issues upon 
which the two 
agree and as to these—only two—it is 
contended that they are entirely saus- 
ceptible of adjustment by diplomatic 
means, and without recourse to arbi- 
tration. 

If this course should not prove ac- 
ceptable to the British government, it 
is suggested that the whole contréver- 
Sy be referred to a special commission 
of inquiry, provision for which was 
made in the unratified Knox-Bryce 
general arbitration treaty. That con- 
vention was approved by the 
with an amendment which curtailed 
the power of the special commission 
of inquiry to mere investigation and 
report and refused to permit the com- 
mission to bind either country to a 
course of arbitration. 

Because of this amendment President 
Taft has so far declined to consum- 
mate the treaty by exchanging ratifi- 
cations with the British government. 

For General Arbitration Treaty. 

To meet the needs of this present 
issue, Senator Knox now offers to 
give life to the treaty by an immedi- 
ate exchange of ratifications, which 
would insure the existence of a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty between Ameri- 
ca and Great Britain after the lapse 
of the existing Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
June 4 next, AS an alternative the 
secretary is willing that a commission 
be created for the special purpose of 
ascertaining the facts in regard to the 
effect upon British shipping of the 
Panama canal tolls act and the presi- 
dent’s proclamation fixing the tolls. 

Much of the secretarys argument 
rested upon his contention that Sir Ed- 
ward Grey's protest, being made in ad- 
vance of the issue of the president’s 
proclamation fixing the tolls, is en- 
tirely inapplicable to the controversy 
in its present state and that as a mat- 
ter of fact the British contention rests

Secretary Knox begins his note, 
which was delivered to the British for- 
eign office through Mr. Laughlin, the 
American charge at London, by the 
flat statement that he cannot agree 
with the British interpretation of the 


freedom of action of America or in- 
fringe British treaty rights. Pointing 
out that the Grey note was issued 
without consideration of the presi- 
dent’s toll nroclamation, the secretary 
states that Sir Edward deals chiefly 
with the possibilities of what the 
president might do under the canal 
act, whereas the proclamation has en- 
tirely changed the situation. 


Points Made by Knox. 

Taking up the three object’-ns made 
by the British government, Secretary 
Knox first discusses that which ap- 
plies to the exemption from tolls of the 
government vessels of Pan. na. This 
he declares to be a great and com- 


which always had asserted without 
challenge thatthe status of the coun- 
tries immediately concerned by reason 
of their political relation to the ter- 
ritory-in which the canal was to bLe 
constructed was different from that 
of all other countries. He does not 
believe therefore that the British 
government intended to propose arbi- 
trafion of this question. 

In regard to a second British ob- 
jection, that the Panama.canal act 


might be thought to confer upon the 
gresident the power to discriminate in 
the use of the canal in favor of all 
ships belonging to the United States 
and its citizens, even in the foreign 
trade, by granting them reduced tolls, 
the note quotes from the ~ norandum 
attached to the canal act by the presi- 
dent when it was signed as follows: 

“It is mot therefore necessary to 
discuss the policy of such discrimina- 
tion until the question may arise in 
the exercise of the president’s discre- 
tion.” 

As no question as yet has arisen on 
this point, which, in the words of the 
existing arbitration treaty, “it may not 
have been possible to settle by diplo- 
macy,” the note holds that the sugges- 
tion of arbitration is premature. Be- 
fore passing from that stage of the 
question, Secretary Knox emphatically 
disclaims entertaining any doubt as to 
the right to exempt American warships 
and other government vessels from 
tolls, as they are a part of the govern- 
ment’s protective system, and it is not 
understood that Great Britain chal- 
lenges the right of the United States 
to protect the canal, or to require an 
explanation of what relation the move- 
ment of a particular vessel through 
the canal has to its protection. 


Discrimination Is Denied. 


Thus clearing away all objections. 
Mr. Knox believes non-relevant, the 
note proceeds to discuss the British 
assertion that the exemption of United 
States coastwise vessels from tolls is 
a discrimination against British ves- 
sels. Mr. Knox recalls Sir Edward 
Grey’s admission of the right of the 
United States to grant subsidies to its 
shipping generally or to any particular 
branch, and, although this is ‘‘a form 
of subsidiary’ to exempt the coastwise 
shipping from tolls, he regards it as 
objectionable as throwing an unfair 
share of the burden of upkeep in the 
canal on foreign shipping. 

The secretary points out that the 
British do not claim the right to par- 
ticipate in American coastwise trade, 
but object to the exemption of that 
trade from tolls because they may ad- 
versely. affect British rights to equal 
treatment in the payment of tolls, or 
to just and equitable tolls. He alsv 
recalis the British objection that 
coastwise trade cannot be circum- 
scribed so completely that benefits con- 
ferred upon it will not affect vessels 
engaged in the foreign trade. Thus 
cargo intended for an American port 
beyond the canal and shipped on 
board a foreign ship could be sent to 
its destination more cheaply through 
the operation of the proposed exemp- 
tion by being landed at a United States 
port before reaching the canal, and 
then sent on as coastwise trade, to the 
detriment of foreign ships in. direct 
trade. Taking this statement in con- 
nection with one by Mr. Innes on the 
Same point, to the effect that perhaps 
no objection could be taken to the 
exemption tf limited to bonafide coast- 
Wise traffic, Secretary Knox declares 
this to be admission of the American 
right to exempt its vessels in the 
coastwise trade from tolls. 


Rests On Conjecture. 


“AS to this,” says the secretary, “it 
is sufficient to say that obviously the 
United States is not to be denied the 
power to remit tolls to its own coast- 
Wise trade because of a suspicion of 
possibility that the regulations yet to 
be framed may not restrict this ex- 
emption to bona fide coastwise traffic. 
The answer to this objection, there- 
fore, apart from any question of treaty 
interpretation is that it rests on con- 
jecture aS to what may happen, rather 
than upon facts, and does not present 
a question for submission to arbitra- 
tion, as it has not as yet passed be- 
yond the stage where it can properly 
be dealt with by diplomatic discus- 
sion. 

“It will be remembered that only 
questions which it may not be possible 
to settle by diplomacy are required by 
our arbitration treaties to be referred 
to arbitration,” Mr. Knox continued. 
The secretary dismissed in the same 
Way another British contention that 
there is nothing in the United States 
law to prevent any American vessel 
from combining foreign commerce with 
coastwise trade to the detriment of 
foreign shipping, which he declares 
depends upon future conditions and 
facts not yet ascertained, arbitration 
of which would be premature. 

Taking up Sir Edward Grey's objec- 
tion that the canal act would enable 
tolls to be fixed which would not be 
just and equitable, the secretary, again 
calling attention to the fact that this 
Statement was made without knowl- 
edge of the president’s toll proclama- 
tion, remarks that this again is based 
upon a mere contingency that there 
is no claim that the tolls, as now ac- 
tually fixed, are not “just and equita- 
ble.” Without admitting that the bur- 
den of proof rests upon the United 
States to show that all tariff has not 
been reckoned with in fixing upon 
the tolls and that consequently they 
are equitable, Secretary Knox wel- 
comes the opportunity of informing the 
British government that such is the 
case and that in adopting the rate of 
$1.25 per ton Professor Emory John- 
son included American coastwise ship- 
ping in his calculations, quoting from 
his report, in which it is shown that 
Professor Johnson calculates the ton- 
nage passing through the canal in 
1915, as composed of American coast- 
wise shipping 1,000,000 tons; Ameri-

One stamp broker in New York city 
why sells from $300 to $1,000 worth of 
stamps a day to merchants, it is al- 
leged, has been purchasing some of 
his supply from an employee of the 
New York state government at Al- 
bany.

to the stamp broker from $25 to $50 
a week in stamps stolen from the 
state.

One broker advertised by means of 
a sign carried through the New York 
district during the noon 
hour that he purchased printed un- 
canceled postcards.

COREY SQUEALS 


UN STEEL COMBINE! 


I's @ Monopoly, Declares -For- 
met Head of Trust 


Sensational Evidence Given the Gov- 
ernment Suit to Dissolve the 
Corporation. 


New York, January 23.—William FI- 
lis Corey, former president of the 
United States Steel corporation, again 
a witness today in the hearings of the 
fovernment suit to dissolve the cor- 
poration under the Sherman anti-trust 
law, gave further testimony in sup- 
port of the government charges that 
the corporation is a monopolistic com- 
bination. 

He testified that “understandings” to 
maintain prices were reached at the 
famous “Gary dinners,” given in New 
York by Judge E. H. Gary, chairman 
of the executive. board of the steel 
corporation, at which a large majority 
of the steel manufacturers of the coun- 
try were represented. 

He gave testimony, the first adduced 
from any witness in the suit, it was 
sald; as to the existence of an inter- 
national armor plate pool in which the 
corporation had participated. He con- 
fimed in testimony existence of a 
“plate and structural pool,” and de- 
clared Judge Gary had had knowledge 
of it. He said he himself had given 
orders for closing down blast furnaces 
of the corporation to maintain’ the 
price of pig iron. He said steel rails 
sold lower to foreign consumers than 
to domestic, and he furnished testl- 
mony intended to prove that the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company was a4 
competitior of the steel corporation in 
the rail market prior to its acquisition 
by the corporation. : 

Corey Quit Because of Clash. 

Mr. Corey, who resigned as presi- 
dent of the corporation in 1910, made 
it plainly evident in his testimony that 
he had in many respects clashed with 
Judge Gary and members of the finance 
committee in matters of policy. He 
declared he had never favored the 
lease of the Hill ore lands by the cor 
poration in 1907, which was abrogated 
by the corporation almost coincidently 
with the filing of the present sult. 

“We paid double the price the ores 
were worth,” he said, adding that the 
finance committee had overruled him. 

On the question of maintaining 
prices through the agency of the Gary 
dinners, Mr. Corey said he had been 
in “favor of competitive conditions,” 
and that “prices were maintained long- 
er than I deemed advisable.” 

His testimony in regard to these din- 
ners was in direct contradiction, it 
was pointed out by counsel tonight, 
to what the steel corporation said in 
its answer to the government's com- 
plaint. This denied that “at any of said 
meetings, or at any other time and 
place, there was any agreement or un- 
derstanding that prices should be 
maintained.” 

The “Garv dinners,” which began in 
1907, took the place, the government 
maintains, of various pools in main- 
taining prices in the steel trade. In 
his testimony concerning a number of 
these pools, Mr. Corey said the steel 
corporation was represented “in the 
plate and structural pool” by the Car- 
negie Steel company. He admitted 
that the pool divided business and 
imposed penalties when the business 
of a member exceeded its allotments. 

Gary Knew of Agreement. 

“Was it known at the executive 
offices of the steel corporation that 
subsidiaries of the corporation were 
cperating under the agreements which 
you have described?” asKed Judge 
Jacob W. Dickinson, chief attorney for 
the government. 

Before Mr. Corey could answer, coun- 
sel for the steel corporation objected 
on the ground that the term “execu- 
tive offices’ was indefinite. 

“Did E. H. Gary know about it?” 

“He did,” said the witness. 

Judge Gary in his testimony before 
the Stanley steel investigating com- 
mittee saii he had put a stop to the 
pools as soon as he learned of their 
existence. He has not testified in this 


suit. 

Mr. Corey testified today that a com- 
bination of armor plate manufacturers 
in England, France and Germany and 
the United States had existed as late 
as “1904 or 1905.”

Henry p Davison Before “Money 
Trust” Probers 


OPPOSED TO COMPETITION 


He Prefers Combines Under Govern- 
ment Regulation to Unrestricted 
Competition. 


Washington, January 23.—-That the 
present concentration of financial re- 
eources in New York is “sufficient to 
care for the business and commerce of 
the country,’ was the statement of 
Hienry P. Davison, of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., on the stand before the house 
money trust committee today. The 
question of further concentration, Mr. 
Davison asserted, depended entirely 
with the employmert of the business 
and commerce of the country. Mr. 
Davison went on record as favoring 
“combination and control of industries 
under government regulation, as op- 
posed to free, unrestricted competi- 
tion.” 

Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the 
committee, and the witness engaged in 
@ spirited tilt on the question of the 
eonduct of banking affairsin European 
countries. Mr. Untermyer insisted that 
England, France and Germany prevent 
control of banks through interlocking 
directorates. 

“Talk about concentration, why, we 
haven't even started in this country, 
@s compared with the lKuropean na- 
tions,’ was Mr. Davison’s reply to this 
Btatement. 

No Objection to Publicity. 

Mr. Davison said he saw no 
tion to a law forcing the publicity of 
bank assets the public thought it 
desirable,” but he was opposed to any 
law that would force banks to make 
public lists of their stockholders. 

“Do vou favor the principle of con- 
trolling concerns through holding com- 
panies?” asked Mr. Untermvyer. 

“Generally speaking,” said Mr. Davi- 
gon. “I have a prejudice against hold- 
ing companies.’ 

“Most of the companies your firm has 
organized have been holding compa- 
nies, have they not?’ asked Mr. Unter- 
myer, 

“Yes,” said Mr. Davison, “and in this 
respect [ want to qualify my opinion. 
On general principles T don’t believe in 
holding companies, but I think there 
are circumstances which make a hold- 
ing company 
‘ling a situation.” 

“Do you believe three or four or half 
a dozen men should be allowed to mo- 
nopolize any industry so long as they

do not operate through a holding com- 
pany?” 

“I don’t know how you could prevent 
it, if they had the financial backing 
and the ability to do it,” asserted Mr. 
Davison. “I have no objection to it. 
If it was wrong it could not live. I see 
no necessity for a law to prevent eee 
would fall of itself in the making.” 

Thinks Trusts Great Blessing. 

“Are you opposed to trusts?’ asked 
Mr. Untermyer a few moments later. 

“Tl wouldn’t say that [| was wholly 
in favor of them in the making, but I 
Was not opposed to them after they 
were made. I think they were a great 


blessing to the country.” 

Mr. Davison further said he thought 
it was “unfortunate for the people of 
the entire world” that the courts inter- 
fered with the trusts “as they have 
done.,”’ 

“Do you think it was wrong for the 
courts to interfere?’ Mr. Untermyer 
asked. 

“No,” he replied, “but I think it could 
have been approached better from the 
other direction, by regulation, not dis- 
integration. You cannot any more dis- 
solve those trusts, in effect, than you 
can move this continent across the At- 
lantic ocean.” 

Mr. Davison said he believed a law 
forcing banks in reserve cities to be 
independent and forbidding combina- 
tions through interlocking directors 
would “set us back fifteen years.” 

Mr. Davison testified that he negoti- 
ated the purchase of the stock in the 
(juaranty Trust company for the or- 
ganizers of the voting trust for the 
trust company. 

George F. Baker, he said, had noth- 
ing to do with the negotiations. Mr. 
Baker was at that time connected with 
both the Mutual and the Guaranty 
Trust. Purchases of 6,000 shares from 
Mrs. E. H. Harriman and 6,000 from the 
Mutual Life Insurance company, Mr. 
Davison said, gave the organizers con- 
trol of 12,000 out of the 20,000 shares 
of the company. 

Mr. Davison said the Guaranty Trust 
company was acquired by himself and 
his associates with the idea that it 
would be merged into the Bankers 
Trust company. He made this state- 
ment as to the voting trust agree- 
ments: 

Purpose of Voting Trust. 

“We younger men organized the 
Bankers’ Trust company in 1903, and 
at that time we organized the voting 
trust. The purpose of this voting trust 
was to preclude the possibility of the 
purchase of control of the stock by 
men active in New York at that time 
whose credit and responsibility was 
questioned. When we came to plan 
to take in the Guaranty company, the 
voting trust had worked so well in th: 
Bankers’ Trust, we organized the Guar- 
anty under the same plan also, that 
it might easily be taken over. 

Mr. Untermyer brought out in ques- 
tioning that several organizers of the 
\ Bankers’ Trust were widely known 
bankers 60 or 70 years old. zi 

“On this question of voting trusts, 
said Mr. Davison, “I am perfectly will- 
ing to recommend that these voting 
trusts be dissolved. The voting trusts, 
as such, have had no more to do with 
the real management of the business 
than the Pujo committee.” Mr. Unter- 
myer and the witness indulged in an 
argument over the usefulness of Aube 
ing trust arrangements for the contro 
of financial institutions. ss

be well satisfied with your statement 
that you will a aig — to 

ssolve these voting trusts. 
eae: se not say that,’ objected 
Mr. Davison.

The first work in the improvement 
of Ivy street, the building of the re- 
taining walls, is progressing rapidly 
and will be completed in about tw» 
weeks.

The city bé&ean the waHs at the in- 
tersection of Ivy and Harris streets, 
rising about ten feet high at the cor- 
ner and narrowing down to points on 
both Ivy and Harris streets. The next 
walls will be built between Auburn and 
Edgewood avenues, and this will finish 
up the work. 

The improvement of Ivy street has 
all been carefully mapped out by the 
chief of construction and the resetting 
of pipes and conduits will be carried 
on without any loss of time. 

The county is to do all the grad- 
ing and relaying of the old pavement. 
The new smooth pavement will not be

laid until the street has had time to 
settle where fills have been made. 

Ivy street at present is a series of 
grades which will be eliminated when 
the county has done the regrading. The 
street will be one of the finest drive- 
ways to the north of the city, and 
will greatly relieve the heavy traffi- 
on Peachtree street. 

Gilmer street, from Ivy street to the 
Washington street viaduct, is to be 
repaved this year, making a driveway 
across the city, via Ivy street, direct 
from the north side to Georgia avenue, 
which is to be regraded and repaved 
as a driveway to Grant park. 

The improvement of Ivy street was 
furthered by public-spirited citizens 
who advanced the city $30,000 without 
interest and with the understanding 
that the money was to be repaid only 
when the city could spare the money.

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THE PEOPLE’S VICTORY. 


Yesterday’s action of council brings the 


people of Atlanta nearer bona fide charter 
revision than at any time within the past 
fifteen years. For that fact the fidelity to 
pledge and the tenacious courage of Mayor 
James G. Woodward is responsible in a con- 
trolling degree. The genuine friends of 
revision are indebted to him for the sledge- 
hammer message in which he vetoed the 


resolution that® would, probability, 


in all 
have imposed on the city either a commit- 
tee packed in advance against a new char- 
ter with teeth, or one that would at least 
have permitted the whole matter to drift 
into futility. The clean-cut manner in which 
the mayor presented the naked situation to 
council—putting the latter body squarely cn 
record before the community—was the de- 
ciding stroke. Council is to be commended 
for at last seeing the overwhelming drift 
of public opinion and tendering substantial 
earnest of intention to abide by it. 

By the resolution unanimously passed 
as a result of the mayor’s determined stand 
there is to be a charter revision committee 
of twenty-five members, which he is to ap- 
point, and of which he is to be the chair- 
man. Ten members come from council, one 
from each ward; ten are citizens, one from 
each ward; and five are from the city-at- 
large, no two of the latter being from the 
same ward. This means that the man 
elected on a charter revision platform will 
name the men to carry out his promise. 
And the fairness with which he has alreadv 
dealt with the people is guarantee that he 
will designate a committee sufficiently in 
sympathy with the work in hand to insure 
a document of the sort for which this city 
has been laboring and praying. 

Since council's action is an admission 
that it is awake to community-wide senti- 
ment for real and not bogus revision, but 
one other point remains to be won—and 


that is that council agree to abide by a 


majority report of the commission it has 
authorized. That is the inevitable logic of 
its action in turning over the task of revis- 
ing the charter to those whom it knew 
would discharge the mission not perfuncto- 
rily or evasively, but in earnest. 

Should the development of yesterday 
bring the harvest of which it now bears 
promise, the day will have marked an epocn 
in the history of Atlanta. it will signalize 
the turning in deed and methods as in word 
from provincialism to carb ant 
from exasperating: Inof%tude to efficiency 
—the winning ofs® battle the ipeople have, 
with cumulative energy, waged for many 
years. In the last analysis, the victory will 
be that of overwhelming and irresistible 
public sentiment, and it should teach the 
people how to execute their mandates. 
Sooner or later the cause would have beer 
won. For the fact that it is today near con- 
summation, the gratitude of the city is due 
Mayor Woodward. He offers the spectacle 
of one man in public life brave enough and 
conscientious enough to redeem promises 
to the people, and at that in the face of op- 
position of sufficient strength and keenness 
to discourage the strongest.

A NEW NEAR EASTERN ERA. 


Turkey's submission to the inevitable in 
its ceding of Adrianopie and its transfer of 
the disposition of the Aegean islands to the 
powers not only bids fair to end the war 
in the Balkan peninsula, but as well to 
bring the sultan’s dominion in Europe to a 


close, and, what is of equal importance, to 
avert a general European conflagration. In 
due course of time the near east will be 
thoroughly opened to the influences of 
civilization and the stagnation of centu- 
ries will be gradually lightened. 

It is evident that the porte has pro- 
longed ahd several times endangered the 
peace negotiations in the hope that the 
European nations would be drawn into the 
imbroglio in such manner as to postpone 
or alleviate the humiliation of Turkey. Had 
the Balkan allies stood less firm ‘ they 
might not only have lost all that bayonets 
have won them, but they would in a way 
have been responsible for the aftermath of 
a continental war going lengths that chal- 
lenge the imagination. In diplomatic par- 
lance, unusually stupid in this case since 
it is so transparent, Turkey has superfi- 
cially “saved its face” by appearing to yield 
to the demands of the powers and not those 
of its victorious foes. The world at large 
is not deceived, and will give credit where 
it is due. The one obstacle to peace ap- 
pears now to be the indemnity the Balkan 
coalition proposes to impose. Since the 
sum to be asked covers only the indebted- 
ness incurred by Turkey in the domains 
ceded, it is difficult to see how even the 
avarice of the powers can intervene suc- 
cessfully to prevent payment. 

The thing that counts mainly, however, 
is the fact that Turkey rs to be virtually 
evicted from Europe where, for many cen- 
turies, its presence and influence have been 
a menace and an anachronism. Rich terri- 
tories heretofore bottled up are to be 
opened to development. Peoples denied 
education and genuine freedom are to find 
new doors unlocked to them. It is not to 
be expected that the region thus affected 
will at one stride catch pace with the re 
mainder of civilization. Tribal feuds and 
racial dissimilarities there abound, and the 
‘progress of emancipation and amalgama- 
tion will of necessity be slow. But the 
erip of Turkey, which would permanentiy 
have throttled change, has been broken, 
and in due course of time the strong and 
subtle agencies of development may be ex- 
pected to perform their usual function.

A week of grand opera record-breaking 
in every respect is assured Atlanta during 
the coming spring through the announce- 
ment, published elsewhere, of the Atlanta 
Music Festival association. The tentative 
agreement between the association and the 
Metropolitan Opera company has been con- 
firmed, and the provisional program of 
seven performances contemplates the most 
brilliant grand opera festival yet projected 
in the central south. 

While details are still to be perfected, it 
is practically certain that the return of the 
season will bring to Atlanta those artists 
of world-reputation who have appeared 
here in the preceding festivals. Other ar- 
tists more new to the grand opera field, but 
of acknowledged prestige and popularity, 
will also be present. As is customary, At- 
lanta will enjoy the best talent procurable. 


The preliminary selection of operas is fur- 


ther prophecy of new records from stand- 
points of artistic success and patronage. 
When it is remembered that, under the 
new ruling of the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany, Atlanta is one of the very few cities 


outside of New Yorkand Chicago privileged.

How John Thompson Was Tricked by a 
Banker Friend.

Everybody in Néw York used to speak 
of John Thompson, at least in the latter 
years of his life, as Uncle John. This did 
not imply any undue familiarity or disre- 
spect, for Mr. Thomp- 
sOn was famous as the 
originator of the idea 
upon which our nation- 
al banking system is 
based. His name was 
familiar to merchants 
all over the United 
States for years before 
the civil war, for he 
published weekly an 
invaluable pamphlet 
which told of the rate 
of exchange charged 
for collecting state 
bank bills and also of 
the various counter- 
feits that were in cir- 
culation. Mr. Thomp- 
SOn was a very quaint, 
a very companionable 
and yet a very shrewd man. He accumu- 
lated a fortune of not far from ten million 
dollars and was esteemed for years one of 
the richest men in New York city, although 
that was before the day of very great 
fortunes, 

One morning Mr. Thompson, with his 
knotted walking stick in hand, entered the 
banking office of a man with whom he 
occasionally did some business. He put his 
old-fashioned plug hat upon the table, took 
from his waistcoat pocket a leaf of tobacco 
and, after having rolled it into a little wad, 
Placed it under his tongue. 

Then he said, “You wanted to see me 
on some business.” ; 

“Yes; you have quite a block of Lacka- 
wanna railroad stock.” 

The old man chuckled and then said: 
“Yes, I have got a good bit of that stock. 
I see they have been trying to corner Lack- 
awanna stock. That doesn’t bother me. I 
have got my stock and it’s paid for.” 

‘Well, Mr. Thompson,” said the banker 
friend, “I want to make you a proposition. 
I want to know if you will lend me your 
block of stock.” 

“What do you want to borrow my stock 
for?’ Mr. Thompson replied. 

“Because, they are trying to run a corner 
on Lackawanna stock and a good many peo- 
ple have sold more stock than they can 
deliver.” They are compelled to borrow the 
stock in order to make delivery. Now, the 
demand is so great that they are actually 
paying 6 per cent for the use of borrowed 
stock. If you will let me have your stock 
I can lend it at 6 per cent and make some 
money both for you and myself. If I can 
have it today I can make $5,000.” 

“I won't lend my stock. I don’t believe 
in it,” said Mr. Thompson. 

“Well, then, will you sell your stock to 
me?” 

“Oh, yes, I’ll sell it to you, provided I can 
buy it back from you at a profit; 
won't lend.” 

“Well, then, if you will sell me your 
stock, 1 will guarantee to buy it back to- 
morrow and make some money for you.” 

“Well, if you can do that I'll go halves 
you on the profit,” said Mr. Thomp-

son. 

He went back to his own office and 
took from .his vaults a block of Lacka- 
wanna stock. He sold it to his banker 
friend—at least, he thought he sold it. The 
banker friend, however, having got posses- 
sion of the stock which Mr. ‘Thompson 
thought he had sold to him, practically lent 
it at 6 per cent. Three or four days after 
he called upon Mr. Thompson to make a 
settlement.

LITTLE RED MAN

Who was the “Little Red Man of the 
Tuileries” and how came he to haunt that 
palace and so frighten Catherine de Medicis, 
who built it, that no sooner had she taken 
up her abode there than she was inspired 
with a sudden horror of it and left it for- 
ever? Catherine declared that the little red 
monster had established himself in the pal- 
ace, appearing and disappearing as he chose, 
and not only had she seen him, but he had 
predicted to her that she would die ‘‘near St. 
Germain.” The Tuileries were too near St. 
Germain l’Auxerrois; she would not remain 
there; she would not go to St. Germain-en- 
Laye, nor visit the Abbey of St.. Germain; 
but in vain, no one can avoid the hand of 
destiny. Catherine, dying at the Hotel de 
Soissons, asked the Benedictine friar, who 
had just heard her confession, what his name 
was. ‘“Kaurant. de Saint Germain,” replied 
the priest. The queen uttered a cry and 
expired. 

The “Little Red Man” showed himself 
during the night of May 14, 1610, the date 
of Henry IV’s death by the knife of Ravail- 
lac. He foretold the troubles of the Frende 
to Richard XIV while that monarch was still 
a child. The morning following the de- 
parture of Louis XVI for Varennes, where he 
was arrested, this mysterious being was 


found lying in the king’s bed, and he was 
again seen in 1793, 

It is said that a soldier keeping guard 
over Marat’s remains, which lay in front 
of the Tuileries, died of fright at sight of 
this specter. Many believe that Napoleon I 
was visited by a familiar spirit, who is said 
to be identical with “Le Petit Homme 
Rouge” (The Little Red Man). He ts sald 
to have appeared to “The Little @orporal” 
for the first time at Cairo, a few days after 
the battle of the Pyramids, and to have pre- 
dicted to the young general his future des- 
tiny. M. de Segur, in his “Historie de la 
Grande Armee,” says that the emperor re- 
ceived many mysterious warnings at mid- 
night in the winter preceding the Russian 
campaign. 

M. G. Lenotre, quoting from “Anecdotes of 
Napoleon and His Court,”” by Chamberlain, 
says: “In the month of January of that year 
the Red Man, addressing a sentinel on duty 
on the staircase of the chateau, asked him 
if he might speak to the emperor. The 
soldier replying in the negative, the- demon, 
pushing him aside and leaving him unable 
to move, went quickly up the steps. Whether 
no one saw him or seeing him dare not stop 
him, the spirit asked a chamberlain in the 
Salon de la Paix if he might see Napoleon. 
M. d’A replied that no one could enter 
without permission. 

“T have none, but go and tell him that a 
man dressed in red whom he knew in Egypt 
asks to see him.” 

As soon as Napoleon saw “La’Homme 
Rouge” he shut himself up in his private 
cabinet with him. A long conversation fol- 
lowed; a few words were overheard; the. 
emperor seemed to be asking some favor 
which he was refused. Finally, the door 
opened, the Red Man came out, passed 
quickly through .the corridors and disap- 
peared on the grand staircase, which he was 
not seen to descend. Whether the story was 
true or not it was noised about in Paris and 
more than one individual was arrested by 
the police for repeating it. 

Under the restoration “L’Homme Rouge” 
showed himself several days before the as- 
sassination of the Duc de Berry, and he also 
appeared to Louis XVIII on his deathbed. 
That there was a mysterious person who at 
certain times annoyed the occupants of the 
Tuileries is not doubted, but who he was 
and from whence he came, no historians 
have ever been able to explain.

Second—The women voters invoke clean-- 
er electoral conditions. Polling places are 
removed from proximity to saloons, out of 
stables, and other obnoxious surroundings, 
and the conduct around polling booths is 
quieter and more decent in every way. 

Third—The women do start reform move- 
ments that are wise, just and humane, such 
as equal guardianship of children, equal 
rights in community property of man and 
wife, regulation of labor conditions for wom- 
en and children, and such like civic and do- 
mestic improvements. 

On my own part, the more I see of the 
influence of women voters upon public affairs 
the fewer are the reasons I can imagine for 
objecting to woman suffrage. The fact is 
that the most salient objection to it is 
that it does not produce promptly enough 
the benefits that its advocates so vehemently 
prémise and that many moral issues have to 
wait upon the female voters for support just 
about as patiently as they do upon the male 
voters. 

Just here I may illustrate my meaning 
by knocking in the head one widely prev- 
alent delusion concerning female suffrage. 

Everywhere the liquor people violently 
oppose woman suffrage. They fear that when 
women vote the liquor trade will be first to 
suffer and probably to be extinguished. How 
silly that notion is should be apparent to the 
dullest eye that looks upon the records of 
the equal suffrage states. 

Of fhe nine states where women have 
full voting privileges, and in 8omé they have 
had them for nearly, a third of a century, 
only one has prohibition of the liquor traffic. 
That one is Kansas, that adopted prohibition 
by male suffrage in 1880 and only gave the 
ballot to the women last fall.

Deepy Into Macon Case, 


Road Requested to Show Amount of 
Business Done and Plat of 
Property.

Whether Macon will get the new 
Southern passenger station, for which 
they have been fighting before the state 
railroad commission, will depend upon 
the showing the Southern makes when 
certain information, which the com- 
mission asked of the road at the close 
of the hearing on Thursday, has been 
Submitted and the commission has 
examined it, which will probably be 
Some time between the first and mid- 
dle of next month. 

At the close of Thursday’s hearing 
the commission instructed the South- 
ern railway to compile and present to 
the commission a report of all the 
tickets sold and exchanged, together 
with the receipts therefrom for th: 
Southern road at the Macon station for 
the last six months ending December 
31. This report is also to include the 
Same facts with regard to the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah road, which uses 
the same station. 

Plot of Property Asked. 

In addition to this, the Southern is 
required to have in the hands of the 
commission within the next ten days 
blue prints showing all the property 
owned by the road along its right-of- 
way between First and Fifth streets, in 
Macon. The commission desires this 
information in order to ascertain 
whether there is room on the South- 
ern’s property in this neighborhood 
to erect a passenger’. station, and 
whether the erection of such a station 
there would be advisable. It has been 
the contention of a number of Macon 
citizens that the proper location for 
the station for which they are asking 
is at the foot of either Second, Third or 
Fourth streets. 

The Macon chamber of commerce, 
through E. W. Stetson, its president, 
and A. J. Long, chairman of the cham- 
ber's railroad committee, on Thursday 
laid specific evidence before the rail- 
road commission tending to show why 
the Southern should improve its al- 
leged inadequate passenger station fa- 
cilities in that city. Although a score 
or more citizens of Macon were on 
hand to give their ‘testimony, if neces- 
sary, none but these two testified. 

The testimony in behalf of the South- 
ern Was heard at the afternoon session. 
E. E. Norris and others testified. 

Continuance Asked by Road. 

At the opening of the session Thurs- 
day morning Attorney Sanders McDan- 
iel, representing the Southern, request- 
ed a continuance of the case, stating 
that he was under the tmpression that 


the Southern was about to begin nego- ! 


tiations with the Central for the erec- 
tion of a union station in Macon. Com- 
missioner Joseph F. Gray, however, re- 
plied that he did not believe the Cen- 
tral would participate in such negotia- 
tions. 

When the Southern filed its reply 
through H. W. Miller, assistant to the 
president, several days ago to the Ma- 
con petition, he stated that the South- 
ern was maintaining and would con- 
tinue to maintain adequate passenger 
facilities in Macon, and, furthermore, 
that the road was furnishing ample 
facilities through the state where its 
lines served. 

This reply Chairman C. M. Candler, 
at Thursday's session, took occasion to 
criticise mildly, stating that it was, to 
Say the least, not a tactful one.

LOT 
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Federal Aid for Good Roads. 

Chairman R. E. Davison, of the prison 
commission, has written to United 
‘States Senator Claude E. Swanson, of 
Virginia, suggesting amendments to his 
‘bill now pending for federal aid in the 
onstruction of good public highways, 
whereby Georgia may share in what- 
ever of assistance the bill may bring 
forth. As the bill at present stands 
Georgia would be practically unable 
to receive any of the benefits. 

Senator Swanson wrote to Chairman 
Davison, asking his opinion on the bill. 
Mr. Davison has replied to this letter 
suggesting that the bill be so amended 
that states who do not have their road 
construction done by contract, as stipu- 
lated in the bill, shall be able to get 
help from the government as well as 
those states which build their highways 
by contract. Chairman Davison pointed 
out to the senator the fact that convict 
labor is used on the roads in Georgia 
instead of contract labor, there being 
about 4,500 convicts now at work upon 
the public roads of 121 counties in 
Georgia. 


Teachers’ Salaries Nearly Paid. 

Two hundred and seventy-five checks 
were mailed out by the state treasury 
department on ‘Thursday, paying 50 
per cent of the 1912 salaries for the 
teachers in the public schools. This 
makes a total of about 85 per cent, 
which has been paid, and there remains 
but about 15 per cent yet to come. The 
treasury department hopes to be able 
to meet the payment of the remainder 
at an early date. The total amount 
which has been paid to date is $1,120,- 
489.90. 


Unique Case Reversed. 

The court of appeals, in the case of 
Edwards v. Roberts, in which Mrs. 
Nettie Edwards sued Dr. J. L. Roberts 
for damages to the extent of $10,000, 
claiming that in-an operation upon her 
he removed an organ which-was not 
diseased and should not have been dis- 
turbed, thereby permanently impairing 
her health, held that “a person profes- 
sing surgery must bring to the exer- 
cise of his profession a reasonable de- 
gree of care and skill, and that any 
injury resulting from a lack of such 
care and skill will be a tort for which 
recovery may be had.” Upon this pro- 
vision of the Georgia code, the court 
sent the case back to the city court of 
Thomasville for a jury trial upon its 
merits. 


Would Boost Doctor's Salary. 

An interesting sjtuation in the ap- 
pointment of the county physician of 
Jones county came to light on Thurs- 
day, when J. Dawson Roberts, mem- 
ber of the board of Jones county com- 
missioners, and Dr. S. B. Poland, a phy- 
Sicilian of Jones county, called at the 
office of the prison commission to pro- 
cure the ratification of Dr. Poland’s 
appointment ascounty physician. Itap- 
pears that the doctors of Jones county 
—that 1s, all but two of them—formed 
a Jones County Medical association. 
Now, Dr. J, S. Anderson, of Bradley, 
Jones county, had been county physi- 
cian for sixteen years, at the salary 
of $365 per annum; but when he was 
reappointed this year he declined upon 
the ground that the salary should be 
increased to $600, which sum appears 
to have been decided upon by the new 
medical association. Other members of 
the asiociation declined upon the same 
ground, and the commissioners finally 
decided upon one of the two physicians 
who were outside the fold. It is un- 
derstood that there are protests 
against the ratification of Dr. Po- 
land’s appointment on file with the 
prison commission, but, since the com- 
mission was not in session on 
Thursday, the matter ts. still in 


Contempt Definition Limited. 
That a city court créated by legisla- 
tive enactment cannot define con- 
tempts not specifically named in see- 
tion 4643 of the civil code of 1910. was 
the decision of the court of appeals on 
Thursday when it handed down an 
the case of Hewitt v. State. 
Hewitt, an Atlanta detective, was 
charged with contempt of the city 
court of LaGrange in that he was a}- 
leged to have sought to enlist the ser- 
vices of A. C. Whittaker by the offer 
of money in an attempt to discover a 
flaw in the jury which convicted J. D. 
Daniel of selling liqour. Hewitt was 
convicted, fined $50 and sentenced to 
twenty days in the Troupe county jail. 
According to the higher court's de- 
cision Hewitt neither pays the fine nor 
serves the sentence. 
Traveling Men Gain Victory. 
Traveling men gained a victory 
the decision handed down by the 
preme court on Thursday in the case 
of the Southern railway vy. Dinkins, in 
which it held that goods or samples 
for use in making sales are not bag- 
gage in the common acceptance of the 
term, but that in cases where a carrier 
accepts such as baggage with knowl- 
edge, expressed or implied, that they

FINLEY WANTS RAILWAYS : 
JUDGED BY WILSON RULE 


New Haven, Conn, January 23.—W. 
W. Finley, president of the Southern 
Rallway company, was one of the 
speakers at the annual dinner of the 
New Haven Chamber of Commerce in 
the Yale university dfning hall this 
evening. Mr. Finley spoke on “State 
of Mind.” He quoted from a recent 
magazine article by President-elect 
Wilson as follows: 

“Don’t you know that some man 
with eloquent tongue, without con- 
science, who did not care for the na- 


tion, “could pus this whole country into 
a flame? Don't you know that this 
country, from one end to another, be- 
lieves that something is wrong? What 
an opportunity it would be for some 
man without conscience to spring up 
and say: ‘This is the way. Follow 
me’—and lead in paths of destruction.” 

Mr. Finley followed this by a quo- 
tation from M. Gustave Le Bon’sg book, 
entitled “The Crowd, a Study of the 
Popular Mind,” showing the small part 
often played by reasoning in influenc- 
ing public opinion and the ease with 
which it may be swayed by affirma- 
tion and repetition. 
these quotations demonstrated the wis- 
dom of so grounding public opinion. 
in economic truth respecting the prob- 
lems of the day that mere affirmation 
and repetition could not lead to the 
belief that wrongs existed where they 
did not. 

Referring to the problems relating 
to transportation as among those as 
to which public opinion should be weil 
grounded, Mr, Finley went on to deal 
with the economic truths affecting 
transportation from various points of 
view as a basis for an intelligent pub- 
lic opinion and

PARKS WILL REPLACE 
PARIS FORTIFICATIONS 


Paris, January 23.—The formidable 
problem of finding accommodation for 
120,000 people who are to be evicted 
from their dwellings owing to the sale 
of the antiquated fortifications of 
Paris to the city authorities by the 
French government is now before the 
municipal council for solution. 

The space occupied by the 21-mile 
wall encircling Paris and the “firing 
zone,” 500 in width facing it, is to be 
converted into public parks. This 
space is now covered by many thou- 
sand ramshackle houses, occupied by 
the poorest class of work people and 
rag-pickers, and in many instances 
turned into resorts for criminals and 
tramps. 

The proprietors pay a smal] annual 
sum for the privilege of befng allow- 
ed to construct these resorts on the 
condition they are subject to destruc- 
tion in case of war. There is not suf- 
ficient accommodation for the occu- 
pants in other parts of the city. 

The amount of money expended on 
these old fortifications, erected in 1840, 
and now to be razed, exceeded $200,- 
000,000. It is impossible to enter the 
city without passing through one of 
the seventy gates now used as tax 
collection stations.

Chief Justice of Supreme Court Is 
Elected by the Tennessee 
Legislature. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 23.—The 
Tennessee legislature today elected 
Chief Justice John K. Shields, of the 
State supreme court, United States sen- 
ator for the term beginning March 4. 

The election of Judge Shields occas” 
ioned little surprise. During the morn- 
ing his friends were confidently claim- 
ing that he would get 71 votes when 
balloting time came. He received 69 
votes, necessary to a choice 66. 

It was a Knoxville field day in the 
deadlock. In hope of changing the 
aspect of the contest, the fusionists 
entered Attorney General Charles T. 
Cates, Jr., tke Judge Shields, a Knox- 
ville man, in the race, and for years 
one of Judge Shields’ closest friends. 

When the joint convention began, 
the galleries were packed and the ex- 
citement was intense. Many women 
were present. The deadlock was 
broken on the anniversary of the end 
of the 1911 deadlock, when Senator 
Luke Lee was elected. 

Judge Shields’ vote was made up of 
51 democrats, 9 independent democrats, 
8 republicans and one Shelby county 
vote. General Cates received 61 votes. 

The election of Judge Shields as 
senator will create a vacancy in the 
state supreme court, which Governor 
Hooper will fill by appointment. The 
court will choose the chief justice. 

John Knight Shields is a native of 
Grainger county, Tenn., and 55 years 
old. He was admitted to the bar in 
1879, being associated in practice with 
his father, this partnership continuing 
until 1890 when the father retired and 
the son became associated with R. E.

Cincinnati, January 23.—The National 
Baseball Commission today set aside 
the release of Player Yantz by the Chi- 
cago National league elub to the New 
Orleans club, holding it to be illegal.

When a national association club 
claims the player, a check for him 
must be forthcoming to the national 
association within five days. 


“ANARCHY EXISTS 
IN ALL MEXICO’ 


Former Georgian Tells of Bat- 
tles, and Says We Must 
Not Interfere. 


From the bloody battlefields and 
revolutions of Mexico, where he wit- 
nessed less than four months ago the 
slaughter of 400 insurrecto Indians, 
comes W. E. McEwen, a former Geor- 
gian, Wha is now the head of a gold 
mining company in the cxtreme south- 
ern part of Mexico. He is spending a 
few days at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. C. G. Horn, at 18 West Linden 
avenue, but expects to return to “the 
land of eterna] insurrection” next Wed- 
nesday, and to take his family with 
him, 

“Mexico is at present in a state of 
anarchy, as far ag the wielding of au- 
thority by the existing government is 
concerned,’ says Mr. McEwen. “The gov- 
ernment, in fact, maintains no order 
at all. The whole situation in Mexico 
is in a state of uncertainty. 

“American lives, however, are not 
endangered by the disorder that exists. 
American property, which amounts to 
at least $1,000,000,000 in Mexico, is 
seriously interfered with at times, but 
it is not ,ijeopardized. As long as ‘the 
United States does not interfere in the 
internal troubles of the country, the 
lives and property of Americans will 
be safe. But if the United States should 
send troops into Mexico to right any 
real or fancied wrong, the lives of 
thousands of Americans would at once 
be at stake, and, before the troubie 
were ended, their property would be 
largely lost. Therefore, all the Amer- 
icans there are united in their appeal 
to Uncle Sam to Keep ‘hands off,’ and 
let Mexico fight out her own troubles.” 

Mr. McEwen’s mines are located in 
the state of Oaxaca, 75 miles from a 
city. Both silver and gold are brought 
forth from the mines in large quanti- 
ties. It was near his home there in 
Oaxaca that he witnessed the battle, 
last September, between the federals 
and the Sarana Indians, in which 400 
of the Indians were slain and 1,000 
taken captive and sent north to enter 
the Mexican army.

SLOAN IS GUILTY. 


UF MISERS DEATH 


Verdict of Murder With Life 
Recommendation, 


“Shot’’ Risley, Implicated in Sloan’s 
Confession, Waits Trial at 
This Term. 


Robert Lee Sloan was convicted last 
night of the murder of Will Franklin, 
the Decatur street blind peddier, whom 
it was charged that he murdered for 
his hoarded gold, in order that he 
might give it to a woman with whom 
he was alleged to be intimate. 

His trial occupied the greater part 
of the time of the criminal division of 
the superior court Thursday, and the 
jury retired at 6 o’clock. Less than an 
hour later they returned their verdict 
of guilty, adding a recommendation 
that he be given a life sentence in- 
stead of the death penalty. 

Wife and Children Hear Trial. 
Despite the fact that Sloan 
charged with slaying the miser so that 
he might furnish Chloe Austin, his al-

Shefket Pasha grand vizier. 

After a flying visit to the porte, on 
hig return from the palace, the young 
Turk leader proceeded to the residence 
of Mahmoud Shefket to communicate 
the imperial message. 

In the meantime Talaat Bey assumed 
provisionally the portfolio of the min- 
istry of the interior, and Izzel Pasha 
that of war. In an interview Talaat 
Bey said the movement had not been 
planned, but was the outcome of popu- 
lar feeling. If Adrianople were aban- 
doned, he said, disturbances would 
break out all over the empire. With 
regard to money, the whole nation 
would make a sacrifice. 

All the Constantinople newspapers 
not belonging to the young “Turk par- 
ty have been suspended. 

Earlier in the morning all the troops 
loval to Kiamil Pasha were sent to 
practice maneuvers outside Constanti- 
nople, while a detachment, which had 
gone over to the committee of union 
and progress, was sent to the sublime 
porte.

Proclamation Is Issued. 

The committee tonight issued a proc- 
lamation explaining its action. It de- 
clares that while the Ottoman gov- 
ernment under Said Pasha carried on 
a victorious campaign in Albania, the 
succeeding government under Mukhtar 
Pasha ruined Turkish authority in 
Albania. It thereby excited the appe- 
tites of the Balkan powers. 

“Mukhtar Pasha’s cabinet,” 
tinues the proclamation, “gave the 
death blow to the constitution and its 
policy led to the formation of the Bal- 
kan league. Although it xnew of this 
league the Mukhtar cavinet dsvanded 
120,000 troops.

It 
declares that Kiamil Pasha betraved 
his country by offering to yield Adri- 
anople and the Aegean islands.and to 
conceal his treason, summoned a con- 
sultative assembly. 

“The Ottoman nation,” the proclama- 
tion continues, “could not endure such 
a government, headed by a traitor, and 
thus exercised its right of revolution. 
Hence the Kiamil cabinet resigned and 
the sultan was asked to summon a 
cabinet, which will be able to take 
the fullest advantage of the nation’s 
strength to protect the fatherland.

POWERS ARE SHOCKED

London, January 23.—To the ambas-
